About 30 days after the tops have been removed 

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
is among the first to feel its injurious influence. Judgment is also required 
in cutting the plants, and this operation is consigned to the best and most 
judicious hands employed in the culture. Each person to employed being 
provided with a strong sharp knife, proceeds along the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer. After being cut, a half dozen leaves are spiked on a stick 
set in the earth so that the leaves will wilt This requires from 4 to 5 hours 
during favorable weather and then the crop is hauled to the drying barn.

It it no wonder then, that tobacco pnxluccd by such scientific and 
improved method* of culture is of such fine terture and color, and po a ac aae i such 
invaluable tmoking qualities that It is often taken for imported tobacco.

The meet itself was hardly to be 
classed as spectacular, the majority of 
the events being not very closely con- 
tested, and some of the competitors 
were entirely ignorant of the "kiiuck" 
required in the events in which they 
took part. The feature uf the meet 
was the absence of the Sophs, on the 
field, and their conspicuous majority 
on the sidelines. The Kreshles, on the 
other hand, entereil Into the spirit of 
the occuslon, and turned out In force 
to help their year along. That the 
Freshmen entirely outclassed the 
Sophs., was evident from the first, 
when they started to gather In the 
points with mototious regularity, and 
amassed a grand total of 88 points a." 
against 21 for the men who are sup- 
posed to h ( . the moulders of the Kresh- 
men's college destiny. It looks us If, 
in this case, the reverse were to be 
true, as the Freshmen have had de- 
cidedly the advantage in every argu- 
ment they have undertaken so far. One 
thing that attracted the attention Im- 
mediately on coming on the Stadium 
was the splendid condition of the 
grounds, despite the heavy rains of 
the day before. This speaks well for 
the care given It. and the fine work 
done in the construction of it. 

The meet developed Into an indiv- 
idual points competition in the early 
stages, when It was seen that tho 
Sophomores were not going to give 
the Freshmen a fight In the year strug. 
gle. Donnelly, the all-round meet star, 
and the Sophomore team in the per- 
son of Don lleach, fought it out In 
nearly every event, but Donnelly, with 
five firsts nnd one second to his credit, 
practically cinched the championship 
when he beat Heach, the only other 
competitor, in the hurdles, by at least 
forty yards. The highest four in the 
points competition were Donnelly, five 
firsts and one second, or L'îi points; 
Heach. two firsts, two second and four 
thirds, or 20 points; Bulger, two firsts, 
two seconds and two thirds, or 18 
points, and King, one first, two sec- 
onds and two thirds or 13 points. The 
hundred, the first event to he run off, 
showed poor times In both the trial 
bents, but the final furnished a sur- 
prise, and plenty of excitement when 
llulger, who ran third in the first 
heal, came through In front of Heach, 
who was expecteil to win easily. The 
two-twenty and the four-forty were 
well contested. In the 220, which 
Heach won, there wre eight entries. 
The whole lot were sent off in one heat, 
forcing some of the men to start be- 
hind the others. Kulger, who finished 
second in this event, had the misfor- 
tune to be placed in the second line, 
nnd found himself completely boxed 
In until It was too late to overtake 
Heach, whom he would undoubtedly 
have beaten otherwise. The rest of 
the events were entirely featureless.

In the matter of the receipt of decor- 
ations for distinguished conduct while 
serving with the forces overseas, Mc- 
Gill men have done extremely well. 
Resides being awarded two of the few 
Victoria Crosses which have come to 
Canada, McGill can boast of a splen- 
did number of Distinguished Service 
Orders, Military Crosses and other de- 
corations. In the lounge room of the 
McGill Union may be seen photographs, 
suitably inscribed, of the two heroes 
who were awarded the Victoria Cross 
for the gallant part they took in the 
battle on the Ypres salient In April, 
1915. Captain Francis Alexander 
Caron Scrlmger, Med. '06, won the 
decoration for gallantry displayed In 
the following manner: 

On the afternoon of April 2fi, 191 ô. 
in the neighborhood of Ypres, when In 
charge of an advanced dressing sta- 
tion in some farm buildings, which 
were being heavily shelled by the en- 
emy, he directed, under heavy fire, 
the removal of the wounded, and he 
himself carried a severely wounded 
officer out of a stable in search of a 
place of greater safety. When he was 
unable alone to carry this officer fur- 
ther, he remained with him under fire 
till help could be obtained. During 
the very heavy fighting between April 
22 and 25, Captain Scrlmger displayed 
continuously day and night the great- 
est devotion to his duty among the 
wounded at the front. 

Lance-Corporal Fred. Fisher, Sci. 
'17. On April 23. 1915, in the neigh- 
bor!! I of St. Julien, he went forward 

with the machine-gun, of which hn 
was in charge, under heavy fire, and 
most gallantly assisted In Covering 
the retreat of a battery, losing four 
men of his gun team. Dater, after ob- 
taining four more men, he went for- 
ward again In the firing line, and was 
himself killed while bringing his ma- 
chine gun into action under very 
heavy fire, In order to cover the ad- 
vance of supports. 

To Major F. G. Scott, past student 
of the Canadian Chaplains, and to 
Lieut.-Col. S. H. McKee. Med. 00, of 
the Canadian Army Medical Corps, 
have beeen awarded commandershlp in 
the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George.

Many deeds of gallantry are respon- 
sible for the Military Crosses which 
have been awarded McGill men for 
distinguished conduct in the field. 

Paplnenu, Law '10, 
one of the original officers of the Prin- 
cess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry, noted nthlete and Hhoiles 
Scholnr from McCIll, won the decora- 
tion time and again for the bravery 
which he displayed In the course of 
the fighting In which the "Pats" toon 
part early In their career In France. 
Lieut. II , M. Lyster, Sci. '13. dratted 
from tho Princess Patricia's to the 
Royal Fnglneers, received the M. C. 
for bravery In a mining operation. 
Other Hoyal Engineers who have won 
this distinction are Lieut. B, H. Hugh- 
Jones, Set. 13. and Capt. II. H . Yuill, 
Sci. 09. Capt. D. M . Mi.tbleson. Sci. 
'07, displayed great gallantry In rescu- 
ing his commanding officer In dan- 
gerous territory. He is with the Can- 
adian Kpglneers. 

The gallant conduct of McGill medi- 
cal men in the field, nnd particularly 
of those serving In the field ambu- 
lance units, has been recognised, ("apt. 
Ilymnn Llghtstone, Med. '10, of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, and Cap- 
tains H. E. Camming, Med. '13; W. J. 
McAllster. Med. '10; Albert Ross, Med. 
"14, and F. J. Tees, Med. '05, all of 
the Canadian Army Medical Corps, 
have been awarded the Military Cross, 
together with Lieut. J. S. McCullum, 
Med. '09, of the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. The majority of these men 
have been decorated for gallant con- 
duct In advanced positions where they 
dressed wounds in the face of enem.v 
fire.

SPORTS' DAY. 

Next Friday is the day set aside by the University for the hold- 
ing of the annual sports. It is a college-wide fuuction given the 
greatest possible "recognition by the authorities in tha£SÉ{ul1 holiday 
is granted in all the faculties. It is certainly the duty of every stu- 
dent at McGill to take part in one way or another in the proceedings 
of the day. When one registers here at the University he binds him- 
self to attend classes, in return for which the College promises to 
teach him the tilings which he will require to know in order to prac- 
tice whatever profession he has decided upon. If instead of tak- 
ing his time for the purpose of instruction, his professors say that on 
such and such a day they will forego the lectures, and instead have 
him attend or participate in some athletic competition) the student is 
not, morally speaking, free to pick and choose as to whether he will 
go or not. He is just as much bound to attend the sports as he is to 
attend lectures. Those above him have merely decreed that he shall 
dispose of the time he has placed at his command, in a different 
manner than that usually followed by the students in general. 

Altogether apart from this consideration there is the fact that 
Sports' Day is an affair of interest to every student in the Univer- 
sity. People are prone to assert that those attending our institu- 
tions of learning concern themselves with athletics to the exclusion 
of their studies. We, who are at the seat of war as it were, can 
testify that such an assertion is altogether too sweeping; but it 
should not preclude us from taking an active interest in these same 
athletics. We are tired repeating, aud we are sure you are tired 
listening to, the words — "on account of the war athletics . . ." 
and it is therefore needless to repeat them here. War or no war the 
annual sports at McGill are held, and if for no other reason than this, 
they should have the wholehearted support of the student body. 
Every one who thinks that he can take part in any event should en- 
ter for it in order that competition may be as keen as possible. 1 f he 
cannot enter himself, he probably has some friend taking part, and 
he should be present to give whatever encouragement his presence 
affords. 

Institutions such as Sports' Day are made possible only by the 
students entering heart and soul into them. Too many of our an- 
nual customs have fallen into disuse, and this one should not be al- 
lowed to join those "that have gone before." The turnout to the 
Freshman-Sophomore meet on Saturday was not up to the mark, but 
this can be explained to some extent in a satisfactory manner. The 
affair next Friday is an entirely different matter, as it commands 
the interest, participation and support of all the students in every 
faculty. Do not, therefore, allow this event to be given over to the 
care of "the Angel of Oblivion in the Hall of Wasted Things." 



AMBITION. 

The above is the heading of a newspaper clipping handed into 
this office yesterday with the remark, "Here is something that may 
prove a counter-irritant of your editorial 'Talented but Lazy." ' The 
article follows: 

To describe the meaning of ambition rightly it would take a 
great many pages, and a good deal of consideration, but to give a 
brief description the one which follows would suffice.

PART I. 

When we come to read their pro- 
ductions, it must be confessed that i 
large number or our greatest ('.') poets. 
Including the late lamented Alfred 
Austin, were not gifted with a musi- 
cal ear. On the other hand it is equal- 
ly true that a great many poems, par- 
ticularly from lady authors, which 
swing true to the minutest exactions 
of a musical ear, rebel prodigiously 
when we make any attempt to scan 
them. Now what is wrong? Are 
we to conclude with the one class that 
the music of verse — the natural, spon- 
taneous music of the rhythm — is 
something altogether supererogatory, 
provided that the poem will submit 
easily to being cut up into regular, 
symmetrical feet; or are we to sup- 
port the rival school, which champions 
the verdict of the ear, and spurns the 
measure-and -weigh or rhyme-and- 
line methods in vogue among metrical 
experts? 

Nothing would please the writer 
more, and nuthing would be simpler, 
(bun to give actual illustrations of 
these two different extremes from 
poetical compositions that are more 
or less famous, or truce their origin to 
famous sources. The space at our dis- 
posal, however, forbids our doing this 
effectively., and a few out of the way 
samples, culled here and there, would 
not be evidence of that good faith 
which is of the essence of the present 
article. With the exception of whal 
we shall say about "The Rainy Day," 
and one or two other trifles, we mus 
therefore leave this aspect of the sub- 
ject for more exhaustive discussion ami 
illustration upon some future occasion. 

uid will content ourselves with calling 

the reader's attention for u few min- 
utes to the two opposite classes of ver- 
sifiers just mentioned, namely, those 
who love rhyme and hate rhythm, ami 
those who love both rhythm and rhynu 
but despise metrical precision. 

It seems to us that if we are to get 
at the real poet or poetess (forgive 
this word if It be not authorized by 
too ii.ttst lexicons) we inUSt aijpt 
something In the nature of a mid- 
dle course, or rather out of the excel- 
lencies or merits of the two different 
schools we must make up something 
superior to either of them. 

The first Is essentially a man's 
school; it is a school of reason ami 
scholarly exactitude. It Is deficient 
purely on rhythmical, as opposed to 
metrical, grounds. The skin of the ear- 
drum teems to be coarse. Tlii < school 
Is not graced with any special love 
of musical sounds, but probably 
makes up for it by being strong in the 
mathematics. The other school is es- 
sentially rhythmical, and regard* 
poetry us a sort of mute branch of 
music. It may bo culled the lady's 
school, and finds its best Inspiration 
to compose verse while humming over 
some familiar snatch of air. 

of the two, we very much prefer the 
school where the female mind may be 
said to predominate; although it must 
be understood that the best compos- 
ers belonging to this school are and 
always will be, of the male persuas- 
ion. We have merely attached to the 
two schools the idea of sex partly out 
of gallantry and partly from a sense 
of Justice, as we never yet read a poem 
by a female writer which was un- 
musical, or rhythmically discordant, 
while we ure unable to pay the same 
compliment to our own sex. 

However great his intellectual tal- 
ents may be, a man who Is not gifted 
with a natural aptitude for harmoni- 
ous sounds will not make a truly great 
poet. As a writer of prose he may be 
a marvel, and he may obtain some 
success in blank verse, but there is 
an indescribable Jingle about the 
swcoiest poetry which will always be 
above his reach. Musically speaking, 
nature made him u clown, and he will 
remain so to the end, He may show 
j. .-.- it strength, hut he >vvl not dis- 
play exquisite refinement. 

Nor can we Justly expect that grea: 
epics, or masterful displays of liffi- 
cult verification In known or unknown 
styles of rhyme, meter and rhythm, 
will Glise from n source M'htcll is ei- 
ther too indolent or too feeble men- 
tally to learn the technical rules that 
bear upon their avocation. 

We must then look higher than ei- 
ther of these for our best exponents 
of what Is nearest perfection In the 
realm of beautiful verse. Scott had 
a perfect ear within a very limited 
range— altogether too limited for a 

specialist of the first class. Words- 
worth seemed to gravitate between lb' 
two extremes of what Is undeniably 
good and wnat is atrociously bad. 
Longfellow is always musical, but not 
always metrical, particularly in his 
lyrics. I'oe was finite perfect as far 
as he went; but the specimens of hfS 
[power which he has left us are very 
limited — not in range but In number, 
and the two things go very largely 

together. Shakespeare's blank- versi 
wis magnificent I but as a master ul 
rhymi he does riot always come op to 

our best expectations. liven Milton 
it times allowed the strength of his 
mind to over-ride the needs of perfec 
Hon in rhyme. If not rhythm, and Wl 
occasionally get something that j s 
forced or strained, We are Inclined 
to think that both Tennyson and Byron 
had. not so much the poet's eye ami 
imagination as the poet's ear, In a 
somewhat higher degree than nny of 
the great ones mentioned, but when 
we say so we do not speak as a critic 
on literature, but purely from the 
point of view of rhyme, rhythm and 
meter. Probably the whole three can 
be embraced in the one word "versi- 
fication.'' 

It Is to be regretted that prosody as 
a high art has not been carried fur- 
ther than where we see It to-day. In 
spite of everything that can be said to 
the contrary, we maintain that so far 
at least as scanning Is concerned It is 
not only nn iirt but a very precise one. 
In scanning, we must accustom our- 
selves to think what is perfectly true 
— that a long syllable may be divided 
into two short ones, or that two short 
ones ran be Justly treated at times as 
a single long one. (Tor this reason It 
may happen that I Spondee may be 
Converted into a perfect dactyl. ( ,r Into 
an anapestlc foot, according to the de- 
mands of rhythm, or outer. It may 
!.. Said that. .hythmlcillv, Intnl., 
troches, annpest. dactyl, spondee, pyr- 
rie, molnss, tri'.rach, ampulbrach. 
amphlmac. bacchy or hypobarhy and 
caesurn. are sometimes entirely, and 
always to a very large extent, Inter- 
«hangeable. In music a virtuoso may 
ipiil e the same note lone, or short, at 
'.ils option; or he may play over the 
same thing twice and vary his prefer- 
ence. The same privilege belongs to 



those who read or write poetry. If 
treated by this method, which is made 
up of common-sense coupled with a 
rcrined appreciation of sounds, the 
dreaded caesura and that terrible bug- 
aboo the hemistich both lose their aw- 
tufcMBS. It must be remembered that 
whether reudlng aloud, or reading 
with the eye mutely (and particularly 
in the case of récitation», we ure 
always breathing, and we cannot 
breathe without sound. And as the 
amount of audibility we attach to that 
sound is (within certain restrictions), 
a personal matter, it is quite easy to 
turn a breath Into a short syllable 
which, although it has absolutely no- 
thing to do with the sense, may be 
intimately associated with the rhythm. 
The average man Is unable to fill his 
lungs quickly with air, or to expel the 
same, w ithout saying something that 
%oiy nearly appiu.vuat ta (ah). lo 
punctuation we signify this breath- 
ing spell or sound by a comma; but 
in prosody, which is a distinct art. no 
sign or device has yet been adopted 
to indicate Its effect. Possibly an as- 
terisk might be used for the purpose. 
We state without fear of serious con- 
tradiction that This uudible breathing 
tab) will rectify a great many of the 
apparent incongruities of what may 
be termed spontaneous verse, and al- 
though it may be applied at times In 
the middle of a line, It comes quite 
naturally at the beginning ana end of 
every Une. It is not a vulgar make- 
shift, but a living, self-asserting force, 
mil its existence must be sooner or 
ater recognized by all prosodists. 

Rhyme, rhythm and meter, all repre- 
sent different meanings, notwtth* 
standing the fact that they overlap 
each other, as it were, to a great ex- 
tent. In the same way versification, 
prosody, scansion, metrical analysis, 
uid a number of other words or ex- 
pressions, are largely, but never en- 
tirely, synonymous. Anybody capable 
of recognizing and appreciating the 
distinctions that undoubtedly exist be- 
tween them, ought to be able to un- 
derstand all the rules of prosody. A 
reasonably good ear for music is abso- 
lutely imperative. Without It. the as- 
piring student will fail, because the 
rules are, and always must be, some- 
what elastic. We nre appealing to the 
ear, the emotions and sensibilities 
generally. Too much rigidity pleases 
at first, but soon tires. If the accen- 
tuation falls with unvaried regularity 
for page after page, we tire of it ll 
the same way that the world tired or 
I Pope's magnificent heroic meter. There 
I is too much sameness— not enough 
variety— about It. The reflection I 
made when speaking of Scott was 
based upon the same Idea, and I 
charged him with not having bequeath- 
ed to posterity sufficient iiroof that 
his poetic eur was of any wide range; 
or perhaps he was lacking In what 
I'oe possessed In such abundance — 
metrical Ingenuity or inventiveness. 

JUSt as we often find the first syl- 
lable wanting in the first foot of n 
line, we occasionally come across nn 
antithetical case where the first syl- 
lable or word appears to lie an in- 
truder. It does not belong to the foot 
metrically. We would treat it as u 
'breather." If we were reciting such 
a poem, when we came to that line we 
would Immediately take a deep breath 
i or the reverse) and while in the act 
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of breathing would utter the syllable 
or word audibly, and would then pro- 
eeed with the rest of the line In the 
same way as if nothing unusual had 
occurred. The objectionable syllable 
or word is thus wiped out of the 
rhythm, but as we took care to sound 
It With all necessary audibility it is 
not wiped out of the sense or gram- 
mar of the poem. In prosody (includ- 
ing recitation) words like mouldering, 
thicken, obedient, harmonious, heav- 
en, piano, flower, every, etc., mustcon- 
tinue to have a changing metrical val- 
ue. No word causes more trouble than 
the article "the." it is quite true that 
we are sometimes called upon to treat 
"the" as a heavily-emphasized syl- \ 

liable; but It is also true that It Is I 
absorbably rhythmically, even if the 
ensuing word begins with a consjn 
ant. lu a moment we will discuss a 
case of the latter kind. 

I It should be remarked that what has 
Just been termed "a breather" is treat- 
ed in books of prosody under the 
cumbrous and unscientific appellation 
of "un additional word or syllable." A 
"breather" may appear anywhere in 
the line, but when it is the first word 
or syllable of the line It can be elim- 
inated from the rhythm without the 
slightest difficulty. . 

There is no l'llinflamming or irregu- 
larity in this, as all languages allow a 
certain degree of latitude In pronun- 
ciation, and a speaker may druwl a 
word out with painful distinctness, or 
he may chop it up and slur It over In 
the same sentence. 

Composite verse still affords im- 
mense scope for poets and versifiers 
who possess metrical inventiveness. 
The mine has hardly been tapped, thus 
fur, and we muy yet huve poems ex- 
celling The Haven, The Bells, or 
Southey's Falls of Lodore, in metricul 
ingenuity. In composite verse which 
is, perhaps, the most natural form of 
poetic expression, so long us the acute 
ear finds no fault with the rhythm, we 
can be sure that the verse may be 
scanned satisfactorily. It may jar ter- 
ribly on the nerves of the measure- 

and -weigh or rhyme-and-iine critic to 
find an amphimuc nestling quietly 
alongside of a pyrrlc, ami both play- 
ing at see-saw, us it were, with un 
amphibrach or a moloss; but such 
things occur mid will continue to oc- 
cur, and they are neither unpleasant 
nor unscientific. The lamb may He 
down in the same fold with the lion; 
It is unusual, perhaps, but it is not 
impossible, particularly If the shep- 
herd or turner is on hand to say "(uh)" 
on the slightest show of disturbance. 

Look ut the following exumple ot 
rhythmical scansion, which will be 
recognized as "The Rainy Day." The 
poem reads smoothly, but it does not 
scan so well, at least by the measure- 

and-welgh or rhyme-and-Uno system 
of the prosodists. If treated rhyth- 
mically, howeves, by the method here- 
in advocated, we get something which, 
if not beautiful, is at least consistent, 
and ure bound to arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the meter is overwhelming- 
ly iambic tetrameter. The feet are 
always iambic, while the measure of 
the line is tetrameter throughout, with 
the exception of the fifth line of the 
first two stanzas, which is in trimeter: 
If scanned rhythmically by our new 
system we get the following (with 
apologies for the rhythmical spelling i:

This last line emphasizes the great 
difference between what we have elect- 
ed to call "rhythmical scnnslon" and 
the ordinary measure-nnd -weigh or 
rhmye-and-llne process to be found in 
the books.

Now a word of explanation. The 
syllables, that Is to say the y's and the 
ings, bracketed at the ends of lines, 
muy be regarded as equivalents of 
the yet unrecognized breathing (ah) 
of versification . and the same remark 
applies to (Hut) and (And) In the lust 
iwo lines of the first two stanzas. Be- 
tween all these and tub), however, 
there is this difference: (ah) always 
represents something that is breathed 
into the rhythm, and Is used In the 
rectification of oataieetlc tines; where- 
as the bracketed words and syllables 

above slgntfj that something is 

breathed out of the rhythm, anil that 
the line Is the reverse of catalectic — 
that Is to say hypermetrical or hy- 
PerCataleCtlo, BUI whether some- 
thing is breathed Into or breathed out 
of the rhythm, the Idea Is always the 
same -to make the rhythm metrical- 
ly consistent and sonorous or musical. 

There ure only two cases of (ah) in 
the above scanning, and the first of 
these (after Into in the last line but 
one of the last stanza) is rather mis- 
used. Into is not a true lamb, but a 
trochee, or pyrrhlc, and we have con- 
sidered that n certain manipulation 
of the voice or breath at Ibis point 
might impart to the word a stronger 
Iambic chararter than it really pos- 
sesses on lis own merits. The (ah) 
after "must" In the latter line repre- 
sents Its true use. It would have been 
better to pin "must" in italics or hy- 
phenate It thus "m-n-s-t" to signify 
stress or emphasis. "Must" standing 
nlnne Is not an iamb, but It can be 
made so If written or printed "m-u- 
s-t (ah)" 

As the "u" in "mouldering" Is nl- 
wiiys a mute vowel, to simplify the 
scansion I have it-nored It entirely, nnd 
no special explanation Is required for 
the elision of "e" both In this word an» 
In "every" as these liberties are Just I- 
HaMe on the grounds of poelic licence 
I tided down frott times Immemorial. 
It Is necessary, however, to say a 
word about "thwind." "thmold," "th- 
blast.", "thsun." and "thcom, which ap- 
pear us accented syllables. We have 

already adverted to the fact that the 
article "the" is a constant stumbling- 
block to smooth scansion. At times It 
carries n heavy emphasis; still more 
often It Is hardly audible. When un-

In the 
icansion which concludes this article, 
lot a single instance occurs where 
'the" Is made to form an unholy port 
if union with the SUCCeeedlng wont, 
ind It is only fair and .lust to the rhyth- 
mical system lo say that it experiences 
no more Inconvenience from this lit- 
tle adjective or article than any other 
system of scansion does; in fact, far 
less.

Student organizations about thu 
University are entering upon their ac- 
tivities for the session, and especially 
the athletic organizations, which, al- 
though considerably weakened through 
enllittn.ent and gradvatlun, are mak- 
ing an effort to carry out some sort 
of a programme. All the week prac- 
tices were held dally at the new Sta- 
dium, In preparation for the Fresh- 
man-Sophomore sports, and for the 
University sports which take place 
next Friday. The English Rugby club, 
after two years' Inactivity, la also 
practising in preparation for a match 
next Saturday with the sailors of 
II. M.S. Carnarvon, now in port in 
Montreal. The Football Club is also 
arranging Its inter-faculty programme 
for the season. Inter-collegiate football 
having been abandoned for the dura- 
tion of the war. and lnter-class foot- 
ball because of the lack of sufficient 
material. 

The first parade of the McGill Con- 
tingent, C.O.T.C., under the new 
scheme of compulsory military train- 
ing for the first three years of the 
University, was held on the old Cam- 
pus on Thursday night. The students 
are divided into companies according 
to faculties, and for the present n 
corps of instructors drawn from the 
summer Auxiliary Battalion is being 
used for purposes of Instruction. 

The annual University lecture was 
delivered on Thursday by Sir William 
Peterson on "A Canadian Hospital in 
France." chief mention being made of 
No. 3 Canadian General Hospital (Mc- 
Gill), which Sir William visited dur- 
ing the summer.

For this work the unit re- 
ceived a special message from Sir 
Douglas Halg of congratulation.

Over 300 students dined one day last 
week at the McGill U/nlon, the dining 
room of which ls under new manage- 
ment.

DIRECTORS' REPORT. 

A Balance Sheet showing I he Assets and Liabilities of the Company, 
also Profits tor the year, is submitted. 

The Company's accounts have been audited by Messrs. Creak, Cushing 
and Hodgson, Chartered Accountants, whose report is presented herewith. 

The sum of $8,600 was added during the year to the Company's Pension 
Fund, which now amounts to $115,000. 

The Company's system of country elevators in the Northwest has been 
increased during the year by 21 buildings, making a total of 168 elevators, 
with a storage capacity of 6,3Sr>,000 bushels, and covering a very wide area 
of territory. With terminal and country elevators combined the Company's 
total wheat storage capacity now amounts to 10,335,000 bushels. 

The Company's flour mills, elevators and other properties are in first 
class condition. All charges for repairs and renewals have been written off 
and the plants maintained at the highest standard of efficiency. 

The usual dividends were paid during the year on the Preferred and 
Common Slocks, and a bonus of four per cent on the Common Stock was 
provided out of the year's profits, and paid on October 2nd, 1916, making 
a tolal distribution of twelve per cent on this issue.

VICE-PRESIDENT AND MANAGING DIRECTOR'S ADDRESS. 

Addressing the Shareholders present, Mr. W. A. Black, Vice-President 
and Manuging Director, suld: 

It is with pleasure we are again able to present you with a very satis- 
factory statement. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Blnce our last meeting the Government 
war tax was imposed and was retroactive for a year (which will necessitate 
our paying a very large Bum), we have been able to provide for these taxes 
out of the year's earnings, pay our holders of Common Stock an increased 
dividend, and carry forward $334.270.12 to the credit of Profit and Loss 
Account, which now stands nt $846,330.62. 

While the earnings shown are about 25', f on the Common Stock, It 
must be remembered that our reserves represented by Contingent Account 
$1,250.000, and Profit anil Loss balance as on August 31st, 1915, $512,060.50, 
are also Capital, and that taking this Into consideration it makes the return 
about 18%, 

While we were not as fortunate in having a large amount of wheat to 
sell at much enhanced prices, as happened last year, we were more fortunate 
than In average years in our purchases. We also profited largely In the 
increase In returns which we received from our Investments in business other 
than flour milling. Our interest chnrges for borrowed money have been 
much less owing, of couse, to the large Capital now invested In our busi- 
ness which has been accumulating for some years past out of surplus 
earnings. 

Our mills aro now fully employed, and have orders ahead to keep them 
running for some time. 

While the wheat crop In the Northwest Is less than half of last year'B. 
the yield as an average is little short of what It usually is, and the prices 
are very much higher. At this date last year October wheat was 98 V4 cents 
per bushel; to-day il is 164 cents. The high prices were in effect before the 
farmers had actually marketed the new crop, so that they will reap the full 
benefit, and the return to them as a whole will be little, If any, less than the 
previous year, and with the very high prices prevailing for all farm pro- 
ducts, the country should he established on a most substantial basis. 

Like many other munulacturers, we have been handicapped by the 
absence of a large number of our employees who are doing their duty at the 
front; but are confidently looking forward to the successful conclusion 
of the war at no distant date.

Official notification was received 
Friday by It. W. Armstrong, a Wes- 
leyan College student of the class ' of 
Theology '17, that his brother, rte. 
William Coulter Armstrong. Arte '16, 
and also a student of the Wesleyan 
College, was killed in action on Sep- 
tember 30. No particulars were glv- 
en. 

Pte. Armstrong went overseas last 
February with No. 9 Field Ambulance, 
in which there are a number of other 
Wesleyan College students, Including 
his brother, Fte. Frank E. Armstrong, 
Arts '18, recently wounded, and now u 
patient In Hammersmith Military 
Hospital, London. The unit arrived 
In England In March, and after but 
two weeks' stay In England was trans- 
ferred to France, where the men have 
since been stationed. It Is presumed 
that Pte. Armstrong met his death in 
the operations o?l the Somme front. 

The deceased young soldier was a 
native of Shawville, Que., and stud- 
led at Albert College, Belleville, Ont., 
before coming to McGill. While he 
was taking his course in theology, he 
was stationed on the Kensington cir- 
cuit near Huntingdon, Que., for twen- 
ty months. He was 26 years of age 
on August 1 hist. 

Capt. R. McC. Fair. 

Official word has been received by 
Mrs. Fair, 4 Sanford Avenue, Toron- 
to, of the death in action of her eld- 
est son, Captain Robert McCamus 
Fair, Sci. 'IB, officer In command of 
the trench mortar group of a Mont- 
real infantry battalion of the Second 
Canadian Division. Capt. Fair was 
killed in action on September 22. 

No official word has yet been re- 
ceived, but a letter from his colonel 
tells how Capt. Fair met his death 
The Canadians had Just completed 
their successful attack on Courcelette, 
and Capt. Fair was going through the 
captured town, when he was struck 
by the fragment of a shell. This caus- 
ed him to expose himself, and he was- 
shot and Instantly killed by a sniper 
The colonel greatly regretted his loss 
and said that he had been compli- 
mented many times by the O.O.C. for 
very efficient work. 

Capt. Fair was born at Millbrook, 
Ont., in 1893. He was educated at 
the Peterboro, Ont.. Collegiate Insti- 
tute, and on matriculating into McOlli 
won the Grand Trunk Scholarship. 
Capt. Fair had taken two and a half 
years' work In the Mechanical Kn- 
glnecrlng course when he enlisted as 
a lieutenant in the battalion then be- 
ing formed In Montreal under Lt.-Col. 
.1. A. Gunn. Previously ('apt. Fair had 
been a member of the McGill Con- 
tingent, C O.T.C.. being a sergeant 
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in "B" Company. • His platoon ser- 
geant, Sergt. R. B. Abbott-Smith, 
Is now in Macedonia, with the British 
as a lieutenant, and his company of- 
ficer commanding is now Capt. J. C. 
Kemp, of the COth Battalion. 

Capt. Fair reached the trenches in 
November, 1915. Later he wus trans- 
ferred to the trench mortar battery of 
his unit, ami two months ago was pro- 
moted to the rank of captain and giv- 
en commund of his battery. 

Lieut. W. V. Carey. 

News has reached the University 
of the death in action of Lieut. Wil- 
liam Vincent Carey, Arts '09, serving 
with the Second Canadian Division at 
the front in France. Lieut. Carey 
was a native of Hamilton, Ont., and 
the only son of the late William Carey 
and of Mrs. Carey. After being grad- 
uated In Arts at McGill, he took a 
course in law at Osgood Hall, To- 
ronto. He did not, however, practise 
his profession as a barrister, and be- 
fore he enlisted In the 19th Canadian 
1-iattallon as a lieutenant he was en- 
gaged in stock-broking as a member 
of the Hamilton firm of Morris and 
Wright. About twelve months ago 
Lieut. Carey entered the trenches, and 
not long ago he was transferred to the 
trench mortar group of the Second 
Division. He had come through the 
campaign unscathed until mortally 
wounded. 

Lieut. Carey was half proprietor of 
the Hamilton Spectator Publishing 
Company, Hamilton, and Is survived 
by his mother and two sisters. 

Pte. R. Biddulph. 

The name of Pte. R. Biddulph, 442615. 
next of kin in England, among the 
killed In action In a recent casualty 
list Issued from Militia Headquarters 
at Ottawa, is presumed to be l'te. 
Richard Herbert Howell Biddulph, Sci. 
'12, who went overseas with the Fifth 
Universities Compuny reinforcing the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light In- 
fantry. Pte. Biddulph was only a 
short time in training before he 
crossed to France. He reached the 
firing line with the Princess Pats in 
time to take part In the Sanctuary 
Wood engagement in June, when he 
was wounded. Pte. Blddulph's next 
of kin resides at 10 Castle Crescent, 
Reading, England, and previous to en- 
listment he was employed In Mont- 
real and in other points in Canada. 

Capt. H. A. Murray. 

Captain Harcourt A. Murray, Sci. 
'1.1. is among those reported missing. 
No information Is available, but It Is 
presumed that Captain Murray was 
posted missing after the recent heavy 
fighting in which the Canadians have 
been engaged In the Somme area « 
hostilities. 

Captain "Put" Murray was born in 
1893 at Union Centre, NS„ and he is 
the son of Mrs D. ft, Murray, now 
of New Glasgow, N.B. Educated at 
the New Glasgow High School, where 
he was prominent in athletics, he came 
to McGill and entered the class of 
Science '15, taking the course in Me- 
chanical Engineering. One of the 
first college organizations which .he 
Joined at McGill was the" old one- 
company C.O.T.C.. then under the 
command of Major C. M, MeKergow, 
in which he rose to the rank of cor- 
poral. A capable and keen soldier, 
hi- became connected with the McGill 
Battalion C.O.T.C, when It was In- 
stituted under Major A. C. Geddes, 
and rapidly rose In rank_ 

After several months' training in the 
C.O.T.C, Capt. Murray was recom- 
mended for n commission In the in- 
fantry battalion which was at that 
time being formed In Montreal under 
the command ot/ Lt.-Col. J. A. Gunn. 
other McGill men who secure.d com- 
missions in this ejjnit were Lieut. Mur- 
doch Lalng, died of wounds, and Capt. 
H. M. Fair, recently killed in action. 
CapL Murray has served in France 
with his battalion since November, 
1915. 

Of splendid build, Capt. Murray was 
a participant in many of the athletic 
activities of McGill. He played Eng- 
lish Rugby with the championship team 
i if 1912-13, and was also a member of 
the Wood Cup champion' Rugby team 
of 1913. 

Major H. A. Chisholm. 

That his son, Major Hugh Alexan- 
der Chisholm, Law '16, had been 
wounded and was admitted on Octo- 
ber 9 to No. 2 Red Cross Hospital, 
Rouen, with gunshot wounds In the 
side, was the official information re- 
ceived by the Rev. John Chisholm, 
Presbyterian Immigration chaplain at 
this port. Major Chisholm left Can- 
ada originally with the 23rd Battalion, 
and In England Was transferred to a 
battalion of the First Canadian Divi- 
sion, to which Lieut. "Buster" Reld 
was also transferred. In November, 
1915, Lieut. Chisholm was promoted 
to a captaincy, hnving been some time 
previously slightly wounded. In thn 
fighting about Mount Sorrel In the 
Ypres salient last June, Capt. Chis- 
holm won the Military Cross for his 
gallantry In the nttack on the German 
position, being at the same time pro- 
moted to the rank of major. Major 
Chisholm Is a graduate of Queen's 
University of the class of Arts '10, 
taking honours In Political Economy 
and History. For several years he 
was engaged In newspaper work. 

Pte. T. Crosthwaite. 

For the second .time within four 
months, Pte. T. Crosthwaite, past 
student, serving with the Princess Pa- 
tricia's Canadian Light Infantry, has 
beeen wounded. Thursday noon's cas- 
ualty list contains his name. Pte. 
Crosthwalte's home is at 5S Fairholt 
Avenue, Hamilton. lie was first 
wounded In the fighting about Ypres 
In June. 

Lieut. Frank Fortiar. 

Offirl.il word has been received by 
II . Fortier. of H. Fortier and Co., to- 
bacco merchants, that his son, Lieut. 
Frank Fortier. Sel. 'II. of the Can- 
adian Engineers, has been admitted 
to the Eastern General Hospital at 
Brighton, England. suffering from 
shellshork. When he enlisted, Lieut. 
Fortier was a mining engineer In 
British Columbia. He was wounded 
In the thigh last spring, and after re- 
covery In EngJaAd rejoined his com- 
pany of Engineers In France. 



Lieut. R. N. Hickson. 

A London despatch announces that 
the Military Medal, a recently institut- 
ed decoration to be uwurded Britisli 
soldiers, has beeen granted to Lieut. R. 
N. Hickson, Arts '01, of the. Canadian 
Artillery, fur distinguished conduct in 
the field. At the time Lieut. Hickson 
received the Military Medal he wus a 
bombardier in the artillery, having 
been since advanced to the rank of 
lieutenant. Lieut. Hickson went overt 
seas as a bombardier in the 2nd Bri- 
gade of Canadian Field Artillery un- 
der Lt.-Col. J. J. Creelman, Law '07, 
He served In the ranks until Febru- 
ary last, when granted u commission. 
On August 12 last Lieut. Hickson was 
slightly wounded and enabled to re- 
join his battery after a rest. He is a 
son of Lady Hickson and of the late 
Sir Joseph Hickson, and a brother of 
Prof. J. W. A. Hickson, Arts "93, of 
the Department of Philosophy.
